Details of the fighting in Finland, 
which show how extraordinary are 
the conditions and even more extra- 
ordinary the bravery and self-sacrifice 
of the Finps, are contained.in a vivid 
despatch fo the. “Corriere della Sera” 
by Signot Indro Montanelli, corres- 
pondent with the Finnish forces. 

He tells of the “human searchlights” 
which are employed by the Finns on 
the northern front. In the Arctic 
darkness the difficulty of the Finnish 
troops is, quite literally, seelng to fight 

As far as mere movement is con- 
cerned, the Finns, says Signor Mon- 
tanell!, can float Ilke bats through the 
flrewoods and silently, on their skis. 
reach the Red positions. But there is 
not sufficient light by which to aim a 
rifte. 

This {s where the “human search- 
lights" are employed. Two or three 
men in each platoon are caparisoned 
with powerful dry-battery electric 
projectors, which hang flat upon their 
chests. 

RUSSIANS DAZZLED BY BEAM 

When the raiding party has reached 
its objectlve one of these men separ- 
ates from his comrades, and after an 
. agreed interval and from an arranged 

direction suddenly switches on the 

current of his searchlight. A dazzling 
beam is thrown upon the = surprised 

Communist troeps, who generally ure 

found in dense formation, huddled to- 

gether for,.warmth. 

Meanwhile the remainder of the 
Finnish raiding party have crept from 
tree to tree till they are at very close 
range, and from the deep shadow on 
either side of the lane of light they 
pour in a rapid and murderous fire on 
the dazzicd Russians. 

They use for the purpose a special 
typo of weapon, the “Bergmann,” 
which Is more of a sub-machine-gun 
than a rifie, each of Its chargers hold- 

. Ing 25 rounds, a gun of the character 
made famillar.in American gangster 
films, With this acores of the Red 
troops ara mowed down, 

All this is done with intense rapid- 
ity: the “human searchlight” then 
snaps his light off as quickly as he 
snapped it on. That is to say, if he 
has survived, for obviously the beam 
makes him a perfect mark for any of 

_. the enemy.who chance to be in a 
flank position outside the zone of light. 

The human searchiights, indeed, 
says Signor Montanelli, “sono i pre- 
destinati a morte,” are “men predes- 
tined to death.” But to carry the 
searchlight is considered a privilege, 
a sort of medal, and it.is.granted to 
those soldiers who have shown them- 
selves bravest and quickest, in combat. 

BACK INTO THE DARKNESS 

When the.-searchlight has,been ex- 
tinguished the ralding party makes off 
in the darkness into’ which the light- 

blinded Russians cannot follow them, 
and repeat their exploit presently on 
some other point of the front, miles 
away, More like ghosts, than men, in 

fact, they haunt everywhere the ill- 

clad, famished Russian line, material- 
ise themselyes an instant, stay, and 

are gone. : 

Signor Montanelli says ‘that. the 
Russian insistence on mechanised 
units tells against them always. The 
Finns, if possible, never go into the 

* open, ‘where the tracks of their skis 
' (this 1s in the southern sectors, where 
there is more light) would bétray them 

to enemy airmen. . 

“They kesp. within: “the _fir-woods, 
whioh.the Ruslan armoured-cars can- 
not penetrate, while the .Finns~ use 
thoir sturdy {ittle horecs to drag tight 
artillery on. eledgea along paths be- 
tween the trees,

The Russians have now made some 
progress in Finland.. Their tremen- 
dous superiority in numbers. and 
weight of metal has begun to tell, 
Russian strategy is based on the idea 
of the mass-attack, ‘an idea that is 
generally regarded as old-fashioned 
but is practicable wher there {fs im- 
mense superiority in numbers and 
complete disregard for human life. 
Russia’s resources in man-power are 
as good as inexhaustible, and the same 
is true of her resources in war ma- 
terlal as long as the Finnish war re- 
mains localised. 


WILL NOT BE EASY 


At the same time, the Russian vic- 


tory—if it is a’ victory—will not be’ 


easy, and it may be long delayed. 
Even if the Russians reach the Gulf of 
Bothnia and so not only cut Finland 
in half but sever her from Sweden, 
the Finns are determined to continue 
their resistance. This may mean 
abandoning the entire northern half to 
the enemy and being deprived of sup- 
plies from outside, for there is no way 
of reaching Southern Finland except 
through Sweden and the Baltic—and 
the Baltic is commanded by the Ger- 
man-Russian coalition. 


DANGER TO ALLIES 


The danger which the existence of 
this coalition means to the 
Powers {s at last coming to be real- 
ised here, though even now the real- 
jsation is inadequate. The question 
of giving the Finns help on a greater

invasion of Bessarabia. The Finnish 
war has clearly. exposed the in- 
efficiency of the Russian Army, Navy 
and Air Force. Whereas a month or 
two ago it was taken for granted that 
Rumania would not ‘attempt. tq resist 
a Russian invasion, {t would now seem 
that she will fight if Russian troops 
cross her borders. It. will be easier to 
help her than to help the Finns, and 
a Russian victory no longer appears 
to be a foregone conclusion. 


But if the Finns collapse because 
they have not even received the help 
they might have received, the reper- 
cussions in Southern—eastern Europe, 
indeed amongst all the neutrals, will 
be unfavourable to the Allied cause.

TURKISH ALLIANCE 


Fortunately the alliance between 
Turkey and the Western Powers 
grows more and more solid and cor- 
dial.

President Roosevelt said those who 
enlarged on his statement would be 
wrong; Mr. Welles would not go elther 
to Finland or Russla.

General impression in Washington

a detailed and comprehensive report 
by a fresh mind.

Rags, paper, bones, bottles, and 
even empty tins thrown into the re- 
fuse bin are helping the country to 
save money, and, incidentally, to win 
the war. 

In this anti-waste war, one of the 
most astute “generals” is Mr. H. 
Gurney, Tottenham Borough Council's 
cleansing superintendent. 

He has brought his anti-waste cam- 
paign to such a fine art that the only 
real waste now to be found at Totten- 
ham is the smoke coming from the 
chimney in the cleansing department's 
yard! ; 

Although many local authorities 
utilised waste in peace time, since the 
war the campaign has been intensified. 
Every cleansing department in the 
country is now requested to make. a 


monthly return to the Director of Na-. 


condition it would provide the entire 
requirements of this factory. 

At Tottenham, they have an endless 
belt system for sorting all refuse. 
From this all the dirty paper is col- 
lected — it can be used In the manu- 
facture of certain types of linoleum. 

Rags are cleaned and washed by 
machinery, packed into bales, and sent 
to paper manufacturers. Bones can 
go- to the glue factory, be used as a 
fertiliser, or for poultry, food.

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“VALUES” 


A lot of hard thinking is going on 
among supporters of “the Left” in 
Great -Britain,. and among the “ad- 
vanced” groups and parties in 
They will certainly not become pro- 
capitalist. They may not yet realise 
that their outlook will.tend to resem- 
ble that of the “liberals” whom, in the 
past, they have so often scorned, but 
whose “values” of individual and 
political freedom are now seen to be 
worth defending. It may be hard for 
the holders of “values,” thus trans- 
muted, to escape all at once from the 
jargon ‘and the catchwords which 
they have borrowed from Marxism. 
They feel they may have to speak a 
different language in future though 
they do not quite know where and 
how to learn it. , 

Another change, if not precisely a 
transmutation, of values has been and 
is going on among British  pacifists. 
In their ranks were some of the sin- 
cerest idealists in our public life. 
They, too, are searching their hearts 
and asking themselves whether, after 
all, there not things for which men 
may rightly fight. One sign of this 
heart-searching is the very small per- 
centage of “conscientious objectors.” 
In the war of 1914-1918 the percentage 
was much higher. 


On the other hand nobody, what- 
ever his or her “values” may be, re- 
joices in this war. It is felt to be a 
grim and horrid business, only to be 
endured because the alternative must 
have been worse. Many hope for the 
beginnings of a better world when it 
is over. If Hitler and Stalin could 
understand this temper they might 
perceive that it is inspired by a sense 
of “values” which nothing they can do 
will avail to transmute.—H. Wickham 
Steed. :

American experiments in insulation 
—from the Monroe Doctrine to the

The history of the Monroe Doctrine 
will illustrate the point.

RED PRISO! 


FOREIGNERS IN- 
SOVIET ARMY 


(By Our Special Correspondent in Finland, 
Leland Stowe) 


Aglajaervi, To-day. 


‘SOMEWHERE BEHIND the Fimnish eastern front we 
have just heard stories of more prisoners. These are far 
removed from the Karelian Isthmus where we first talked 
with others of their compatriots. 


According to their own words, thousands of the Soviet 
Union’s real proletarians, who had been’ taken untrained 
from farms and factories, have been driven to fight against 
the Finns under the threats of their Bolshevik officers or 
with the guns of the Ogpu turned against their backs. 


This testimony was not given through a Finnish inter- 
preter but was obtained by direct questioning in the Russian 
language by an American correspondent who has lived for 


several years in Moscow. 


These fifteen Red soldiers were in 
a small farm building enclosed with 
barbed wire which serves as sanita- 
tion centre and clearing house for 
prisoners before they are transported 
to a main camp much farther behind 
the line.’ The first prisoner  inter- 
viewed was a thirty-nine year old 
father of six children and came from 
the province of Smolensk. His naked 
feet were terribly cold and black 
and purple from frostbite, so serious- 
ly, that both legs will probably have 
to be amputated. 


FIGHT OR BE SHOT. 


"They sent me out to fight with 
ordinary shoes. That is: how my 
feet got frozen,” hewald, “i had never 
been In the army before but two 
months ago they took me out of the 
fiold. | had to leave my wife 
-and-~- six -chlidren.- ---- They take 
you whether you have many 
children or mot. Yes, they gave 
us soup and a little bread and that 
was supposed to keep us happy. |! 
never saw any meat.” 

This Russian, who had _ obviously 
suffered too much to have any re- 
ticence about his experience, said 
that he had cared for horses in a 
baggage car on the way towards the 
Finnish frontier. Then he said: “I 
did not want to fight but unless you 
went ahead you got shot. It you tried 
to go to one side, they shot at you, 
If you lay down in the snow they 
stuck a bayonet into you.” 


DRIVEN INTO SATTLE 


We talked next to a young Jewish 
doctor who looked not at all like a 
doctor in any western country. He 
stated that he had heard of such cases, 
but had never seen any. Later we 
came to another prisoner; he had a 
round head, a wrinkled face and eyes 

which brightened up to make one for- 
get the ape-like cast of his features, 

“They hit me over the head with a 
revolver because I did not want to go 
forward,” he said. Then he pointed 
ruefully to a large scab where his 
scalp had been slashed open, 

This old fellow may have been a 
half-ignorant peasant, but he had the 
manners of a born comedian, except 
when he talked of the fight. © 

“Ag soon as we saw the ‘Finns at- 
tacking wo always

“The Russian soldiers do not talk 
about the war,” he sald, “they just 
march on. In my railroad car when 
we came up here there were sixty 
men, but only about thirty had ever 
used a gun before. I had never fired 
a gun in my life and I never fired my 
réfle once after we got to the front. 
When we were ordered to fight I 
would find a stone or a tree and lie 
down behind it, but I never fired a 
shot.” 

NO BELIEF IN WAR 


This Sudeten conscript declared 
that the Russian soldiers had no in- 
terest In the speeches of thelr politi- 
cal commissars. They merely listen- 
ed and then went on, but they said 
nothing at afl and most of them did 
not belleve what they were told. In 
his opinion, the real Russian prole- 
tariat had nothing to do with the war. 
They were simply driven Into It. 

We asked if other foreigners had 
been forced into the Red army and 
he replied: “Yes, there are many 
foreigners like myself but not Spanish 
Communists. They keep them hidden 
away and nobody sees them any 
more.” The Sudeten said he had heard 
shooting behind the. Russians’ own 
lines, but had personally never seen 
anyone. shot by the Ogpu’s army of 
control. 

Finally, we talked: to two Russian 
officers in an adjoining room, They 
were both young and also wore the 
quilted cotton uniform which virtual- 
ly “all Russian prisoners are wearing 
when captured. One was a lieuten- 
ant who has been in the Red army 
since 1932, but he looked as if he 
was scarcely qualified for more. than 
a corporal in any European army. He 
responded to our questions automati-

Controversy over sex disease pre- 
vention in the Army goes on Ivor C. 
Lewis, secretary of the National So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Venereal 
Disease, urging the need for the issue 
of prophylactics, answers points made 
by Miss Alison Neilans, of the Asso- 
ciation for Moral and Social Hygiene. 


Miss Neilans suggested that there 
is no available proof that the issue of 
these packets can be relied upon. Re- 
ferring to the Trevethin Committee 
report, she quoted the following sen- 
tence: “A great difficulty arises in 
determining how far these results 
were due to the prophylactic methods 
employed or were influenced by other 
factors in the case.” 


“I venture to suggest that Miss 
Neilans misses the point,” comments 
Mr. Lewis, “My Society, of which 
Lord Horder is president, does not 
deny that other factors can contribute 
to the restriction of venereal disease. 

“But we insist that scientific pre- 
vention is the only one of a specific

The War Office says that “‘instruc- 
tion in the methods of prevention of 
venereal disease is given and provision 
is made to render the necessary mate- 
rial available to individuals.” 

‘NO!’ SAY TROOPS 

Is this carried out? asks Mr. Lewis. 
Although I have asked many members 
of the Forces I have not met one who 
could say it was so in his case. 

Surely in face of such facts, it is 
idle to quibble about “human nature” 
and refuse to use the strongest and 
surest weapon in the prophylactic 
arsenal, asks Mr, Lewis.

Men may have no regard for humar:

Soviet prisoners-of-war state that 
the monthly salary for specialist 
amounts to 400 roubles but that the 
majority get between 100, and 150 
roubles each month. Women work- 
ing in Soviet Russian carn between 70 
and 80 robles monthly and taxes, 
obligatory loans and contributions to 
the syndicates absorb 20 per cent. of 
the salaries. .: 

The prisoners also say that if a 
workman fails to satisfy his superiors, 
he fs fined to the extent of 30 per 
cent. in some cases. For 150 roubles, 
they add, it is possible to buy either 
20 or 30 kilograms of white bread, 19 
Kilograms of meat, 8 kg. of butter, 
3 kg. of coffee ora pair of boots. 
Rental of an apartment of between 5 
and 8 square metres, amounts to be- 
tween 30 and 60 roubles monthly, the 
prisoners state. — Havas.

Chungking, To-day. 

The battle between Chinese and

port received here to-day. 

The Japanese are continuing to 
pour reinforcements into the area, 
particularly for a drive along the 
highways from Nanning towards 
Pingyang and Wuming. ~— 

Observers here think the Ja- 
panese are concentrating all 
available troops in south Kwang- 
st for a desperate drive into the 
north of the province in an ate 
tempt to cut highway communi- 
cations between China and French 
Indo-China. 

While the intentions of the Ja- 
panese are not yet clear it is gen- 
erully belleved they will try to 
push northward and reach Tat- 
ang, on the highway west of 
Uiuchow. If they succeed fn 
reaching Tatang it is expected 
they will then try to push 
westward towards Hochih, an 
important town on the highway 
in north-west Kwangsi, and per- 
haps advance eastward towards 
Liuchow, a city south-west of 
Kweilin.—Reuter.
